No, 2803, dated tlic 6th November, 1959 —An examination 
for admission to the Army, Navy and Air Force Wings of the 
National Defence Academy for the 25th Course commencing 
in January 1961 will be held by the Union Public Service Com- 
mission at ALLAHABAD, BANGALORE, BOMBAY, CAL- 
CllTTA DELHI, HYDERABAD, LUDHIANA, MADRAS', 
NAGPUR, PATNA, SHILLONG and SRINAGAR on the 
80th Sc 31st May 1960. 


THESE CENTRES ARE LIABLE TO BE CHANGED AT 
THE DISCRETION OF THE COMMISSION. 

2. Admission to the National Defence Academy will lie made 
on the results of a written examination to be conducted by 
the Union Public Seivicc Commission and an inteiview by 
a Services Selection Board and Plivslcal Endurance lest 

3 The apptoximate number of vacancies to be. oilctcd for 
entry into the Academy as a result of this examination will 
be 179 for the Army and the Navy and 16 for the Air Foice 
Tbi' is only a provisional estimate and is th'icfoic, liable 
to alteration. 

Candidates should indicate in the application fotm their 
order of ptefeience if they wish to compete for more than 
one Service. Due consideration will be given to the pre- 
fei'ence expressed bv a candidate at the time of his applica- 
tion, but the Government of India reserves power to assign 
him to any Service or branch of Service taking into consider- 
ation the vacancies available in each Service or branch and 
the aptitude of the candidate. 

Note I.— Ratings (including boys and artificer apprentices) 
of the Indian Navy must give Indian Navy as their first 
preference. 

Note IT. — Candidates who have applied for the Indian Navy 
Examination for admission as Special Entrv Cadets into the 
Indian Navy or Air Force living College examination for 
admission into the Ait Foice riving College must exercise 
their final option before admission to the National Defence 
Argdemv course. After admission they will be considered 
neither toi Special Entry ill the Navy, noi for dirret commis- 
sion in the Air Force 

4 A candidate must he an unmarried male and must 
cither -he:— 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of "Sikkim, or 

(r) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or a former 
French possession in India, or 

(d) a person of Indian origin who has migiated fiom 
Pakistan with the intention of peimanently settling 
in India. 

Note I.— A widower or a person vvho has divorced his wife 
cannot be treated as an unman icd male for the purpose of 
thi above Rule 

Note II.— The appointment of candidates in categories (c) 
and (d) above will be subject to issue of certificate of eligi- 
bility in their favour by the Government of India The 
certificate of eligibility m respect of a candidate belonging 
to category (d) will be valid only for a period of one ycaT 
from the date of his appointment beyond which he would 


be retained in service only if he has become a citizen of 
India Certificates of eligibility will not, however, be ncccs 
sary in the case of candidates belonging to one of the follow 
ing categories:— 

(i) I’eixons vvho migrated to India fiom Pakistan before 
the 19th July 1948 and have ordinarily been residing 
in India sincr then. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan after 
the 18th July 1948, and have got themselves regis- 
tered as citizens. 

(in) Gorkha subjects of Nepal. 

(iv) Non-citizens of categoiies (c). and (d) above who 
entered service under the Government of India 
before the commencement of the Constitution, Hit , 
26th January 1950, and who have continued in such 
service since then. Any such prison who re-entered 
ni may ie enter such sendee with a break after the 
26(h January 1950, will, however, require ceitificate 
of eligibility in the usual way. 

5. CANDIDATES SHOULD BF. MFDICALLY FIT IN 
ALL RESPECTS FOR SERVICE IN ANY PART OF THE 
WORLD THE STANDARDS OF MEDICAL FTTNESS ARE 
SHOWN IN APPENDIX I. 


A NUMBER OF QUALIFIED CANDIDA1ES ARE REJECT- 
ED SUBSEQUENTLY ON MEDICAL GROUNDS, CANDI- 
DATES ARE THEREFORE ADVISED IN THEIR OWN 
1 VIE REST TO GET THEMSELVES MEDICALLY EXAMIN- 
ED REFORF. SUBMITTING THEIR APPUICAI IONS TO 
AVOID DISAPPOINTMENT AT 'I HE FINAL STAGE. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates lecommcnded 
bv the Services Selection Board will be medically examined 
by a Board of Service Doitois A candidate who is not 
declared fit by the Medical Boaid will not be admitted to 
the Academy. The very fuel that the medical examination 
has been carried out by a Board of Scivice Doitors will 
not mean or implv that the candidate lias been finally selected 
I be pioccidings of the Medical Boaid are confidential and 
cannot be divulged to any one, The results of candidate* 
declared unfit/ temporal ily unfit aie intimated to them along 
with the proredme for submission of fitness certificate and 
appeal. No requests for the results of Medical Boaid will 
be entertained by the President of the Medical Boaid, 

Candidates for the Army are advised in their own interest 
lhat if their vision does not come up to the standard, 
they must bring with them their conecring glasses if and 
when called up for Services Selection Board Interview/Medical 
Examination 

6. -Candidates roust undcitake not to marry until they com- 
plete their . full training. A candidate who marries subsc 
quent to the date of his application, though successful at 
this or any subsequent examination, will not be selected 
for tialning A candidate who marries while in training 
shall be discharged and will be liable to refund all expen- 
diture incurred on him by the Government, 

7. Candidates for admission to the examination must have 
been born not earlier than 2nd July, 1943 and not later than 
1st January, 1946.

Note 1 —In the case ol Cadets of the Raxhtriya Indian Mili- 
tary College (previously known as the Saitlik School), a cetll- 
firate from the Principal to Ihc effect that the Cadet has reach- 
ed the "Matiiculation Pass” standard of education will be 
accepted. 

Note II.— Candidates who have appeared or intend to apprar 
at any of the above examinations, may also apply for ad- 
mission to this examination. Their applications will he ac- 
cepted provisionally and they will be required to furnish proof 
of their having passed that examination as .soon as possible and 
in any case not later than 1st December 1960. Candidatinc 
will otherwise be cancelled. 

Note III.— Students of Public Schools or of Sc hools which 
ptepare specially for Cambiidgc School Certificate Examina- 
tion who ate clue to appear at the Cambridge School Ceitificate 
Examination to be held in Dccemhei 19C0 air also eligible to 
apply fot this examination provided they can submit a 
certificate from the Headmaster/Principal of the School 
that they are due to appear at the Cambridge School Certi- 
ficate Examination in Dercmbei 1060 and that they have 
attained the Matriculation standard of education. 

9. Candidates who were admitted to an earlier course at 
(he National Defence Academy (formerly Joint Services Wing), 
hut were removed therefrom for weakness in academlrs or 
for lack of officev-likc-qualitirs or on disclplinaiy ginunds, 
will not be admitted to ibis examination. 

10. The decision of the Union Public Service Commission 
as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall be 

tnal. 


11. A candidate found guilty of impel situation or of sub- 
mitting labricatcd documents or documents which have been 
tampeied with or of making statements which are incorrect 
or false 01 xuppiessing niatciial information or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in Lite 'examination hall or 
oLhriwise ibsorling to any other incgnlar or improper means 
lot obtaining admission to tile examination may, in addition 
to leodcring himself liable to a ciiminal prosecution, be 
debarted eithet peiiiianently or lor a specified period:— 

(a) by the Commission from admission lo any examina- 
tion or appeaiaiue at any interview held by the 
Commission for Selection of candidates; and 

(li) by the Central Government from employment under 
the Government. 

12 No candidate shall be admitted to tile examination 
unless he holds a ccitilicale of admission from Ihe Union 
Public Service Commission. 

13 Any attempt on the patt of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port tor his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission, 

14. The maximum number of candidates to be admitted 
to the examination may at the disci clion of the Commis- 
sion lie limited to such numbci as the Commission may 
decide. If a limit is imposed and the number of candidates 
exceeds ileal limit, the Union Public Seivice Commission shall 
select limn among the applicants those who shall he admitted 
to tlie examination and shall have legarcl in so doing to the 
suitability of the applicants for admission to the National 
Defence Academy. 

15. Ihe examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner plesciibed 111 Appendix II to the Notlfac atiem, 

16 Candidates must pay the fees piesaibcd in Appendix 
III. No rlaim loi a refund of these fees will be entertained 
except to the extent staled in the appendix, nor can they 
be held in resolve tor any olhei examination or selection. 

17. Ihe Union Public Seivice Commission Nhall prepare 
a list of candidates in older oL merit as disclosed by the 
aggiegate minks awarded to each candidate at the written 
examnialton. flic candidates, who obtain minimum qualify- 
ing maiks in the wiitten examination, shall appear before a 
Seiviics Selection Bo.nd for Intelligence and Personality Tesla 
where candidates for the Army/Navy will be assessed lit officer 
potentiality and those- lot the Air Force in Pilot Aptitude and 
officer potcntialitv The maximum marks obtainable at these 
tests ate 900. Candidate's fur the Auny/Navy obtaining 
minimum qualifying maiks in the olficcr potentiality test 
and candidates fot the Air lotce obtaining minimum quali- 
fying marks scpaiatcly in the officer potentiality test and 
Pilot Aptitude test will be fuilher subjected to certain Physi- 
cal Fndurancc Tests (del tails of which ate 'given in Appendix 
IV) carrying 201) maiks: but no minimum qualifying marks 
are prescribed fin these tests 

To be acceptable, candidates for Llie Aimy/Navy should 
secure minimum qualifying marks separately in (i) wiitten 
examination, and (it) ofiiiei potentiality test and candidates 
lor the \ir Force should secure minimum qualifying marks 
separately in ( 1 ) written examination, (ii) officer potentiality 
test and (iii) Pilot Aptitude Test Subject to these conditions, 
th e qualified candidates Will tlien be pljced in the final 
order ot merit cm the basis of total marks secured by them 
In the written examination, the Services Selection Board tests 
and in llie Physical Endurame Test in two separate lists— 
one for the Army and the Navv and the olher for the Air 
Force The final selection for admission to the National 
Defence Academy will be made in older ot nieiit subject to 
medical fitness and suitability in all oilier tespect and number 
of vacancies available. 

N.B.— EVERY CANDIDATE FOR THE AIR FORCE IS 
GIVEN PILOT APTITUDE TFSE ONLY ONCE THE 
GRADE SECURED BY HIM AT THE FIRST TES'I WILL, 
THEREFORE, HOLD GOOD FOR EVERY SUBSEQUENT 
I N I ERVIEW HE HAS WITH THE AIR FORCE Sf I .ECTION 
BOARD. A CANDIDATE WHO HAILS IN THE FIRST 
PILOT APH1UDE 1 ESI CANNOT APPLY FOR AD- 
MISSION IO THE AIR FORCE WING OF I IIE NATIONAL 
DEFENCE ACADEMY AND TO THE GENERAL DUTIES 
(PILOTS) BRANCH Of THE INDIAN AIR FORCE. 

Candidates, who have been given the Pilot Aptitude lest 
foi lllli J S W. couise, or 73rd Pilot Course, or earlier course, 
mav apply to Peisonnel Officer (3) r Air Headquarters, New 
Delhi, to find their eligibility or otherwise to apply for this 
Course. 

Candidates, who have been given the Pilot Aptitude Test 
for 15th N T) A cciutse, or 71th Pilot Course onwards, should 
submit Iheti applications for this examination only if they 
have been notified as having qualified in Pilot Aptitude Test. 

Candidates will apprar before the Services Selection Board

IS Success at the ettanunalion confcis no light to admission 
lo Lhe Academy. 

A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Srtvicc Commis- 
sion and the appointing authority that he is suitable in all 
respects lot admission to the Academy. 

19. Candidates loudly seleited will undetgo a three years 
course at the National Delenie Academy. After this rhtec year 
training the successful candidates will undcigo tuilher spe- 
cialised naming for the Service loi which they may be 
^elected. While at the National Defence Academy, Cadets 
Will be subjctL lo the dtstiplmc of the Academy. 

20. Before the candidate joins the Aiademy, the parent or 
guardian will be requited Lo sign:— 

(a) A certihcate to the cllet t that he fully understands 
that he ot his son/waid shall not be entitled to 
claim any compensation or oLhtt lcliet liom the Gov- 
ernment in respect ot any injuiy which his son/ 
ward may sustain in the course ot nr as a result of 
the training to he undergone by him at the Academy, 
whether due to Che negligence ot any person or other- 
wise. 

(b) A bond to the clfcct that, if tor any reasons consi- 
dered within the tonliol of I lie candidate, he wishes 
to withdraw bcfme the completion of the course, or 
fails to accept a commission it offered, he will be 
liable to lefund the whole oi such portion of the cost 
of tuition, food, (lotlring and pay and allowances re- 
ceived, as may be decided upon by Government. 

21. The cost of naming including accommodation, books, 
uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be borne 
by the Government. Patents ot guardians of cadets wfll, 
however, be requited to meet then pocket and other private 
expenses. Noimally these expenses ate not likely to exceed 
Rs. 30 p.m. If in any case a Cadet's patent or guaidian 'is 
unable to meet wholly or paitly even this expenditure, 
financial assistance unto Rs. 30 p.m. may be gtanted by the 
Government. No cadet whose parent or guardian has an 
income of Rs 300 n m. or above would be eligible for the 
Igrant of the financial assist ante. The immovable property 
and other assets and income fiom all smuccs ate also taken 
into account lor determining the eligibility ior financial 
assistance. 

The paietit/gmudijn of a candidate desirous ot having any 
financial assistance should immediately after his son/ward 
having been finally selected for naming at the National 
Defence Academy, submit an applit alien through the District 
Magistrate of his Disliiit who will with his recommendation 
forward the application to the Director of Militaty Training, 
Army Hcadquai teis. New Delhi. 

22. Candidates finally sclet ted tot training at the Academy 
will be requited to deposit the following amount with the 
Commandant, National Defence Academy on anival there:— 

(a) Pocket allowance for five months at 

Rs. 30/- per month Rs. 150/- 

(b) For items of clothing and equipment Ks. 500/- 

Total Rs. 650/- 

Out of the amount mentioned above, the following amount 
is refundable to the cadets in the event of financial aid 
being sanctioned to them.

23. The following scholarships are tenable at the National 
Delcnce Academy:— 

1. PARASHURAM B1JAU PATWARD1IAN Scholarship - 
This scholarship is awarded to cadets from Maharashtra and 
Karnatak. The value of one scholarship is upto a maximum 
of Rs. 1,000 per annum for the duration of a cadet's stay at 
the National Defence Academy, subject to the cadet making 
satisfactoty progiess. The scholarship will also oe available 
at the Army, Naval or Air Force training establishments 
where a cadet may be scnL tor fuxLlicr training after he has 
completed his training at the National Defence Academy. 
The cadets who are granted this scholarship will not be 
entitled to any other financial assistance from the Government. 


2. MAHARAJA JAGADDIPENDRA N ARM AN Scholar- 
ship.— Ibis scholaiship of the value of Rs. 360 per annum n 
granted to a needy cadeL who fails Lo sccuie any financial 
assistance liom the Government and is paid on completion of 
a u‘rm at the National Defence Academy. The scholarship 
is sanctioned by Lite Government on a mcans-cum-merit basil. 

.1. COGONFl. KENDAL l- RANK MEMORIAL Scholarship 
This siholaiship is o£ the value ot Rs. 360 per annum and 
is gtanted to a Mara I ha cadet who should be the son of an 
ex-serviceman. I he scholaiship is in addition to any financial 
assistance from the Government. 

1. KUKR SINGH MEMORIAL Scholaiship.— Two scholar- 
ships are awarded to two cadets who obtain the highest 
position amongst candidates fiom BIHAR. The value of 
caih scholarship is Rs 37-00 per mensem tenable for a 
maximum period ol 4 years during the training at the National 
Detente Academy, KHaRAKVASLA and thereafter at the 
Indian Military Academy (previously known as Military 
College), Dehradun and the Air Force Flying College and Naval 
Framing F.stablishments where the Cadets may be sent fof 
training on completion of tlicir training at the National De- 
fence Academy. The scholarships will, however, be continued 
subject to making good progress at the above institutions.

APPENDIX I 

PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION TO THE 
NATIONAL DEFENCE ACADEMY 

lo be passed fit foi admission to the National Delenc* 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free fiom any disability likely to interfere with 
the efficient peiformantc ot duty. 

2. It will howevet be ensured that:— 

(a) there is no evidence of weak constitution, imperfect 
development, serious malformation or obesity. 

(b) Lhere is no maldevelopment or impairment of func- 
tion of the hones or joints. 

(c) there is no impediment of speech. 

(tl) there is no malfounation of the head, deformity front 
Iracture or depression of the bones of the skull. 

(e) there is no mipaiied hearing, discharge from or disease 
of citliei car, unhealed perforation of the typanic 
membiartcs or signs ot acute or chrome suppurative 
otiLis media or evidence ol radical ot modified radical 
mastoid operation. 

Note.— A soundly healed perforation without any impairment 
ol the mobility ot the drum and without impairment of hear- 
ing should noL be a bar to acceptance ot a candidate for the 
Aimy. , 

(f) there is no disease of the bones or cartilages of the 
nose or nasal polypus or disease of the nasopharynx. 

(g) there are no enlarged glands in the neck and other 
parts of the body and that the thyroid gland is 
normal. 

N.B.— Stars of opeiations for the lemoval of tuberculous 
glands ate not a cause for rejection pi pvided that there 
lias been no aciive disease within the preceding 5 
years and the chest is clinically and radiologically clear. 

(b) Llicrc is no disease of the throat, palate, tonsil* or 
gums or disease or injury affecting Lhe mutual function 
of either mandibular joint. 

N.B.— Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if there is no 
histoiy ol atfaihs of tonsillitis, is not a cause for 
rejection. 

fi) there is no sign of functional or organic disease ol 
the heart and blood vessels. 

(j) there is no evidence of pulmonary turberculosls or 
previous history ot this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs. 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including any abnoimality of the liver and 
spleen. 

(l) theie is no hernia or tendemy thereto. 

(in) there is no hydrocele, or definite varicocele or any 
other disease or defect of the genital organs. 

N.B.— A candidate who has been operaLed for a hydrocele 
will be accepted if there are no abnormalities of 
the cord and testicle and there is no evidence of 
filariasis, 

(n) there is no fistula and/oi fissuie of the anus or evi- 
dence of haemorrhoids. 

(o) there is no disease of the kidneys. Cases showing 
albuminuria or glycosuria will not be accepted. 

(p) there is no disease of the skin unless temporary or 
trivia). Scars which by their extent or position cause 
or are likely to cause disability or marked disfigure- 
ment are a cause for rejection. 
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(q) there is it.- active, latent or congential venereal dis- 
ease. 

(r) there is uc history or evidence of mental disease. 
Candidates suffering trom epilepsy, incontinence of 
urine, or enurosis wilt not be accepted. 

(s) there is no squint oi morbid condition of the eye 
or of the Jids which is liable to a risk of aggravation 
or recurrence. 

(t) there is no active trachoma or its complications. 

N.B.— Remedial operations are to be performed prior to 
entty. No. guarantee is given of ultimate acceptance 
and it should be clearly understood by the candidates 
that the decision whether an operation is desirable 
or necessary is one to be made by their private medical 
adviser. The Government will accept no liability 
regarding the result of operation or any expense in- 
curred. 

3 . Standard t for Height, Weight and Chest measurements. 

(a) Height — (i) The height of a candidate will be measured, 
by making him stand against the standard with his feet 
together. The weight should be thrown on the heels and 
not on the toe.s or outer sides of the feet. He will stand 
erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard; the chin will be depressed 
to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
bar. and the height will he recorded in inches and quarter 
parts thereof. 

(ii) Height. standards for candidates of the different age 
will normally be;— 

Age Minimum height in inches. 

15-16 year 62 

over 16 years 63 

The minimum height in respect of Gorkha, Nepalese, 
Assamese and Garhwali candidates may be reduced by 2". 

(iii) Air Force only.— To meet the special requirements for 
'training as a pilot, the minimum height and leg length will 
be:— 

Height 64" 

Leg length Hip to Heel . . 39" 

N.B.— On account of the lower age of candidates a margin 
of upto 2" in height and J" in leg length may be given, pro- 
vided it is certified by the Medical Board that the candidate 
is likely to grow and come up to the required standard on 
completion of his training at the National Defence Academy.

(ii) It is not possible to lay down precise standards for 
weight in relation to height and age. The correlation table 
is, therefore, only a guide and cannot be applied universally, 
A 10 per cent, departure from the average weight given in 
the table is to be considered as within normal limits. There 
may ncvertherlcss be some individuals who according to the 
above standard may be overweight but from the general build 
of the body are fit in every respect. The over-weight in 
such cases may be due to heavy bones and muscular develop- 
ment and not obesity.
